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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-3, 10, 15, 17, 18, 20, 21, and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Kloptek (2002/0040199). Applicant's attention is directed to paragraphs 
[0028] and [0051-0055]. The Figure 7 embodiment discloses determining and monitoring of a 
safe speed to be used with particular energy application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4, 5, 1 1, 12, 16, 22, and 27-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kloptek (2002/0040199). The reference employs a safe scanning speed to 
adjust energy to achieve a safe application of the energy. It would have been an obvious reversal 
of parts to select the energy parameters and adjust the speed. Particular parameters and 
transducer shape are within the level of skill of the artisan to select to optimize performance. 

Claims 1-5, 10-18, 20-22, and 25-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Friedman et al (2002/0082589) in view of Kloptek (2002/0040199). Friedman 
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et al disclose the basic system and method in Figure 13 including moving the applicator over the 
body area. Given the Kloptek teaching, it would have been obvious to determine and monitor 
speed of movement in Friedman et al to effect safe operation. Kloptek employs a safe scanning 
speed to adjust energy to achieve a safe application of the energy. It would have been an obvious 
reversal of parts to select the energy parameters and adjust the speed. Particular parameters and 
transducer shape are within the level of skill of the artisan to select to optimize performance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 6-9, 19, 23, and 24 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
